NEW YORK. N. Y.. September 11.— Futurity 
day brought 2.'). 0(10 racing enthusiasts to Belmont 
Park this afternoon to see the thirty-first run- 
ning of the richest two-year-old fixture in Amer- 
ica, wnicli this year was worth $3.">.870 to the 
winner, $4,.KKi lo second and $2,2.50 to the third. 
Of the original nineteen named overnight to start 
for the Futurity only one was withdrawn, the 
H. P. Whitney colt Exodus, leaving that stable 
with the two fillies Prudery and Crocus as an 
entry and the favorites at a sliort price. The 
track was lightning fast and weather conditions 
delightful. Jockeys on all the eighteen starters 
when they passed the big throng on the lawn and 
in the grandstand and on the way to 'the post wore 
brand new colors. The racy looking juvenile thor- 
oughbreds with tlieir flash of bright c*olors brought 
applause from the thousands of spectators. After 
nine minutes at the i>ost starter Mars Cassidy sent 
the field aw’ay w*ell aligned. I»oking up the long 
straightaw’ay the field came on like a squadron of 
cavalry. Every rider was plying his whip, using 
hands and all the knowledge he possessed to get 
all the 8i>eed possible out of his mount. As the 
field came in sight J. K. L. Ross* Star Voter was 
plainly seen In front. Seventy yards out jockey 
Frtnk Keogh, riding as he never did before, on 
the filly Step Lightly, urged his mount into the 
lead and won by a length, with Star Voter sec- 
ond and Grey Lag third. 

Prudery and Crocus, o«ids-on favorites, coupled 
as the H. P. Whitney entry, ran far below expecta- 
tions. They were off well, but neither showed its 
often demonstrated spee<l and both were practically 
outpaced ail the way. 

Man o’ War hud one horse to beat. Damask, in 
the Joeke.v Club Stakes at one mile and a half. 
He beat Ilamusk away off and easily hung up a 
new American record for the distance, 2:28%. The 
wonder horse was under restraint and the first half 
of the race was slow', the first half in 49%, three- 
quarters in 1:14%. Then he was allowed to strike 
out more freely and the mile was run in 1:.SS%, 
mile and an eighth in l:r»l%,, mile and a half in 
2:28%. 

Ten ordinary platers faced the starter in the 
opening dash, with Cum Sab the winner and the 
favorite. Locust Lt*aves cut out the running, fol- 
lowed closely by ('um Sah, winch was undei* 
restraint. When the field straightened out in the 
Ktretoh. jwkey Robinson brought Cum Sah into the 
lead and won by two huigths. Ixa-ust Ix‘aves and 
Our Nephew’ ran second and third at long (aids. 
Flying Orb was the medium of heavy backing, but 
raced badly. 

Only three started in the Corinthian Steeplechase 
Handicap, with Square 18*aler ruling favorite at 
odds-on. The winner turned up in Wisest Fool, 
which led throughout. Square Dealer was his 
ciosest attendant until in the lust round of the 
field, w’liere he broke dow'n l>etw’een the thirteenth 
find fourt«*enth jumps. Jockey Po\/ers made a move 
to go into the lead with S<iuare D<*aler when he 
suddenly wavered. W’isest Fool and Skibbereen 
fought out the finish with the former winning by 
a length and a half. 

S. Hildreth’s Cirrus worked one mile in 1:37%, 
three-quarters in 1:12, in prepur.itioa for Mon- 
da3’*s handicap. 

B. A. Lame claimed Lad’s I.K>ve from the Green - 
tree Stable out of the first race uinler the French 
rules for $1,705 and he was withdrawn. 



VANDERBILT HORSES UNSOLD 



MONTREAL, Que., September 11. — The Hendrie 
Memorial Steeplechase over a distance of two miles 
and a half, which was offered as today’s feature 
of an exceptionally goo<l card, resulted in a splendid 
victory for Mrs. F, Ambrose (’lurk w’lien Blighty 
II. led the way home in front of his stable com- 
panion Minatu, with the locally -owned Jim Thorpe 
third. Tl»e race w’as a spectacular one and con- 
tested without serious accident. Jim Thorpe and 
Algardi raced head and head well in advance, while 
the riders of the Clark pair were content to sit 
still and wait. In the second turn of the field 
the early pace begun to tell and the leaders gradu- 
ally had their lead cut dow’u and at the closing 
obstacle the winner drew aw’uy into a handsome 
lead. Mimita made a mistake at the sixteenth fence 
and Haynes lost his stirrup iron. From the time 
the w’Inner tewk the lead the result w’as never 
in doubt, although he won by a small margin. 

Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark was called to the stew- 
ards’ stand and Sir Montague Alien made the pres- 
entation speech and presented the haiidsorue cup 
that is aw’arded the victor amidst rounds of ap- 
plause from the members on the law’n and in the 
stands. 

The Earl Grey Handicap, for three -year -olds anl 
over at a mile and a quarter, resulted in an easy 
victory for J. MacMunus’ thrce-year-old son of 
Uncle — Continental Avhen King’s ('hampion, ra(*ing 
the final eighth of the distance, ran away from his 
opponents. 

The fields for today’s card was productive of 
spirited racing and form backers were rewarded. 

Despite the cloudy and' unsettled overhead weather 
conditions, a large erow’d journeyed to the course, 
the largest of the meeting by far. The new addi- 
tions to the mutiiel buildings proved at times in- 
ade<iuute to handle the betting. 

It is said that the plans of the Montreal Jockey 
Club call for the erection of a new mnfuel build 
Ing at Ttlue Bonnets. At the conclusion of the 
current meeting the present building will be 
razed and the new structure will be completed by 
next spring. 

Eugene Levering. Jr., owner of the Glen Ivor 
Stable of steeplechasers, will arrive here on Monday 
He w’ill remain for the remainder of the Blue Bon- 
nets meeting, at the conclusion of which he will 
leave for Toronto. 

DRASTIC ACTION AGAINST G. PHILLIPS. 

The stewards of the Montreal Jockey Club have 
issued a ruling refusing the entries of George 
Phillips and denying him the privileges of the 
grounds of the Montreal Jockey Club, for practices 
said to be detrimental to the best interests of 
racing. 

Jockey T. Nolan, the premier rider of the J. K. L. 
Ross stable, left last night for Havre de Grace to 
ride Boniface in his stake engagement there. He 
will return to (’anada on Mondaj’. ('ommander Ross 
has arranged to ship five or six of the best horses 
he has at Belmont Park to Toronto to fill their 
engagements at the Wo<Klbine meeting. The 
Canadian division of the stable nicing at Blue Bon- 
nets will be shipped from here to Dorvnl and then 
to Toronto, Commander Ross, himself, loft for 
New York last night to witness the running of the 
Futurity at Belmont Park. He will return to 
Montreal next week. 

George Hay, who is here in the interests of the 
Ontario Jockey Club, looking after the shipment of 
horses to Toronto, has arranged to send all of the 
steeplechase horses racing at Blue Bonnets direct 
to Woodbine. Mr. Hay announced that no ears will 
be available for the shipment of flat horses to 
Toronto until the conclusion of the Dorvnl meetiu;. 
and that the Ontario Jockey Club would iiiuch 
rather that owners of the flat racers remain in 
Montreal until after the Dorval meeting is con- 
cluded, 

Mortimer Mahoney, who will look after the man- 
agement of the mutuel department at Dorval, will 
spend tomorrow at that course hxtking after the 
details necessary to the ofiening of that meeting.
